Refugees Sikeston Feb. I Murder Case One Of 75 
Arrive 
Wet, 111 OnC liminal D ocket Of C ircuit C ourt 


KEY 
WEST, 
Fla. (AP) — 
S cores of Cuban refugees, many 
of them seasick and dripping 
wet, arrived today and some 
charged that Cuban authorities 
had forced them to sail the 
treacherous waters of the Flor­ 
ida S traits. 
They were the first to cross 
the 90-mile stretch of water be­ 
tween the United States and 
Cuba since the start of a storm 
Saturday morning. 
One refugee boat sank IO 
m iles out of Cuba, its captain 
said, and he charged that Cuban 
officials "shoved us off into 25 
knot winds and waves up to 15 
fe e t." 
Jorge Cano of Belle Grade, 
F la., skipper of the Smarty, add­ 
ed, "They are in a hurry to get 
all the boats out of Camarioca 
now that the airlift is about to 
s ta r t." 
Conclusion of an agreement 
for a U. S.- Cuban airlift of ref­ 
ugees was awaited. It 
would 
suplant the 25-day old do-it- 
yourself sea shuttle which had 
a known toll of five missing 
and one drowned.

Redistricting 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, (AP) - 
It's showdown time this week In 
the Missouri House of 
Rep­ 
resentatives on tile troublesome 
problem of House redistricting. 
When the members came back 
to Hie capitol today they had 
before them a report of their 
special reapportionment com­ 
mittee calling for a compromise 
method of redistricting. 
Prolonged and bitter debate 
on it is expected to open Tues­ 
day and last most of the week. 
Even then there is no certainty 
tile divided House members can 
come to an agreement. 
Having passed its version last 
week, the Senate is in recess un­ 
til the House comes up with 
some plan. 
Like the Senate proposal, the 
House committee substitute re­ 
tains a feature Gov. Warren E. 
Hearnes has insisted on«letting 
the governor appoint the redis­ 
tricting commission. 
The Senate proposal sets up a 
commission sim ilar to the one 
that redistricted tile Senate last 
sum mer. Each state party com­ 
mittee would submit a panel of 
IO names to the governor. From 
them he would pick a bipartisan 
commission of IO to realign the 
House as nearly as possible on 
a one man-one vote basis as 
ordered by the federal courts. 
Under the House committee 
version, the party committees 
in each congressional district 
would nominate two people. This 
would give the governor 40 
names from which to pick a bi­ 
partisan commission of 20. 
This conforms with the gover­ 
nor's view that the House should 
have no part in redistricting it­ 
self. But it runs counter to the 
stand of Speaker Thomas D. 
Graham, D-Cole County, and the 
majority and minority floor lea­ 
ders of tile House.

seems to give people a false sense 
of power. Many of those who feel that they 
are competent and skilled are neither and drive 
dangerously either unwittingly or in a cloud of 
apathy well 
submerged 
in other distracting 
thoughts. 
People 
involved in automobile accidents in 
many cases are just statistics. 
Those who die or who are maimed for life 
are remembered only by their relatives and 
friends. 
The world goes on and so does careless, 
reckless, 
even criminal driving habits and 
incredible destruction. 
The person driving a modern car pilots a weapon 
of tremendous power, capable of dealing death 
and injury to many persons and causing fantastic 
property damage. 
Even by Southeast Missouri standards the de Rh 
Tuesday of Mrs. Fannie Mae Richardson, 
of her IO children, and of Byron Jadeth J*, , 
, 
all Essex residents, is shocking. 
What a needless and 
senselet 
slaughter. 
There 
is 
a familiar pattern to tile traffic 
accidents which are the most destructive oi lite 
and property. They usually occur at intersections 
and in passing other motor vehicles. 
Any motorist who ventures out into a highway 
without stopping or without looking to see if 
there 
are any vehicles approaching 
risks 
disaster. 
Similarity great care must be taken in passing, 
the horn should be sounded, and turning motorists 
should signal for their own safety and for that 
of others. 
Too many motorists pull out into a highway in 
the comfortable and foolish assumption that any 
cars approaching will slow down and permit 
them to enter. Sometimes they do. Other tim es 
they cannot do so in time to avoid a collision. 
Far too many risks are taken. There is not 
enough defensive driving. 
Similarity' there are too many risks being 
taken in passing and too many risks by motorists 
being passed. 
An abrupt and unexpected turn in the line of 
traffic can produce a small scale catastrophe-- 
wiping out one or more families. 
Driver education would help but it is too slow' 
and too difficult for many persons to obtain. 
In its 
absence there is only one solution. 
This is a crack-down by the state patrol on 
unsafe driving practices. 
Those, 
who take risks and live to tell it, 
must be brought into court, prosecuted and 
fined. 
This would be a nuisance but it would teach 
them how to drive safely the hard way but in 


a language which they would understand. 
I he bright side of this procedure is that a 
fine' or fines would save their lives and better 
still the lives of others. 
Isn’t it w'orth it? 
* * * 
The educational level of American workers has 
risen rapidly 
in the last dozen years. The 
proportion of workers with eight years or less 
of school dropped from 36 to 23 per cent of 
the total. In the same period, workers with 
four years of high school (or more) rose from 
44 to 57 per cent--a gain of almost a third. 
The other side of the picture shows, however, 
that there remained 2.6 million workers with 
less than five years of grade school and 5.8 
million others with only five to seven years of 
schooling. More than 60 per cent of workers 
with less than eight years of education were 45 
years old or over.

FROM LITTLE ACORNS 
A wise man once said, “ Every 
problem has a hidden opportu­ 
nity.” 
We don’t claim to be as wise 
as the gentleman quoted above, 
but we can see a hidden op- 
portu ity in the recent threat 
of a nation-wide steel strike. 
It is this; 
Perhaps it can be used to show 
the American public that gov­ 
ernm ent intervention 
in eco­ 
nomic affairs does m ore harm 
than good. 
Let’s look at 
the present 
situation. 
How did the threat of a na­ 
tion-wide steel strike develop 
in the first place? 
The answer is sim ple, It all 
started with political interfer­ 
ence in economic m atters. Some 
politically powerful people were 
not satisfied with the then exist­ 
ing balance of union-company 
power. So, they got a law passed 
which freed unions from the 
Anti-Trust Laws 
and allowed 
unions special privileges that 
were denied to com panies. 
Tills political interference in 
economic affairs caused a num- 
ber of things to happen; 
I. 
It paved tile way for the 
growth of union power at the 


expense of compensating pow­ 
e r for com panies. 
2. The resulting power gap 
created a vacuum which was 
filled by government interven­ 
tion. Thus, the Federal Gov­ 
ernment began Its role as “ a r­ 
b iter” and “ peacem aker” 
in 
the labor relations field. 
3. It enabled unions to grow 
ir power by coercing workers 
to 
join 
union 
organizations 
against their will. 
4. It allowed unions to fix the 
price 
of wages 
on a national 
scale 
through industry - wide 
contracts, (Had companies tried 
to do this sam e thing in setting 
prices for their products, they 
certainly 
would have 
been 
hauled into courts under 
the 
Anti-Trust Laws.) 
5. It enabled unions to establish 
a common expiration date for 
all contracts throughout an in­ 
dustry. This im m ediately made 
any 
potential 
strike 
a tre ­ 
mendous 
economic 
threat to 
consum ers, whose interest is of 
prim ary concern. 
All of these bad effects stem 
from political interference in 
economic m atters. And the most 
harmful effect, in the long run, 
is effect #2, i. e., the power 
gap that ends to be filled by 
greater government interfer­ 
ence. 
It is this power gap that allows 
self-seeking individuals in gov­ 
ernment to “ play” unions and 
companies against each other 
to enhance their own power. It 
is from effect #2 that we get the 
wage and 
price “ guidelines” 
issued by the President; it is 
also 
effect #2 
that 
induces 
unions and com panies to delay 
in reaching a settlem ent with 
the expectation that Federal ar­ 
biters will step in and help set­ 
tle the dispute for them. 
And what is the answ er? 
The only way of eliminating 
these harmful effects Is to re­ 
turn to a free state of competi­ 
tion between unions and com­ 
panies: 
- When union leaders and com­ 
pany managements realize that 
no Government agency is wait­ 
ing at the sidelines, they would

TO CALL A SPADE A SPADE 
One newspaper recently came

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — 
A private 
session is 
scheduled to take 
place in the cham bers of U. S. 
D istrict 
Judge 
Lloyd 
Mac- 
Mahon in New York today (Nov. 
I) which may decide the ques­ 
tion of banking competition for 
years to come. 
It will also decide whether 
Attorney G eneral Nicholas Kat- 
zenbach is a dishrag or a man 
of principle. 
Finally it will climax one of the 
most 
am azing exhibitions of 
backstage 
wirepulling 
and 
secret 
congressio >al maneu­ 
vering that Washington has seen 
this year. 
The basic issue is whether the 
banks of the United States shall 
be exempt 
from the antitrust 
laws. 
The 
specific issue is 
whether the m erger of the Han­ 
over Bank and the Manufactur­ 
e rs T rust Company of New 
York shall be allowed to stand; 
or whether the divestiture al­ 
ready worked out by the justice 
departm ent shall be overruled 
by Judge MacMahon, an Eisen­ 
hower appointee, when he meets 
with the bankers and the justice 
departm ent in his cham bers to­ 
day. 
Gabriel Hauge, another one­ 
time Eisenhower appointee, is 
now president of the two merged 
banks, a m erger which the jus­ 
tice departm ent previously had 
ruled must be modified. 
Lining up Hauge’s side against 
the justice departm ent are the 
following potent forces; 
FORCE NO. I — Five senators 
who on Oct. 22, the last day of 
congress, 
wrote a letter to 
Attorney General Katzenbach 
pleading for leniency toward two 
bank m ergers - - the Manufac­ 
turers Hanover M erger In New 
York and the F irst National 
Bank with the Security Trust in 
Lexington, Ky. 
UNUSUAL IN TEI RVE NTION 
Tile five senators pointed out 
that a bill exempting banks from 
the antitrust laws had passed the 
senate and “ it was our hope that 
by the conclusion of the first

session of this congress, action 
would have been com pleted.” 
The five senators then took the 
unusual step of asking the at­ 
torney general to “ refra in ” 
from 
enforcing the antitrust 
laws against the two bank m er­ 
g ers in which he had already 
moved to 
force divestiture. 
The five senators were; Rob­ 
ertson, Va., Eastland, M iss., 
D em ocrats; with Dirksen, 111., 
and Bennett, Utah, Republicans 
all four friends of the banking 
industry; plus Mike M ansfield, 
Mont., who seemed like a fish 
out of w ater in this company. 
FORCE NO. 2 — Was a coali­ 
tion of all Republicans on the 
House Banking and C urrency 
com m ittee plus six D em ocrats, 
who sneaked one of their m em ­ 
b ers into the locked com m ittee 
room , on a pretense, unlocked 
the doors, then held a se cret 
m eeting unbeknownst to C hair­ 
man Patm an and claimed to have 
a quorum present to ok the bill 
exempting banks from the anti­ 
tru st laws. 
However, 
Rep. 
Frank An­ 
nunzio of Chicago, Democrat, 
began to realize what was hap­ 
pening and walked out of the 
com m ittee, 
along 
with Rep. 
Henry Reuss of Milwaukee, also 
a D em ocrat. This broke up the 
quorum . 
How 
carefully 
the bankers 
w ere following this meeting was 
indicated by the fact that, a few 
m inutes after Annunzio walked 
out, he got a phone call from 
the Continental Illinois T rust 
in his hometown, Chicago, tell­ 
ing 
him 
to get 
back in the 
rum p committee meeting. 
“ Hell no,” replied Annunzio. 
“ It's an illegal meeting.” 
Co tinental Illinois Trust is 
one of the banks involved in a 
m erger which the justice de­ 
partm ent is opposing. 
WAVERING KATZENBACH 
A m ore dubious force is At­ 
torney General Katzenbach. He 
has wavered on this issue like 
a lim p dishrag in the wind. 
On Aug. 18 he appeared brave­ 


ly before the House Banking and 
Currency committee to call the 
proposed Robertson bill, passed 
by the senate, an outrage. 
“ I can see no justification for 
legalizing 
m ergers 
already 
found to be illegal,” Katzen­ 
bach said. “ I appear to express 
the strong opposition of the 
department of justice. The cen­ 
tral impact of this bill is that 
it would immunize six con­ 
summated m ergers challenged 
by the department and now pend­ 
ing in the courts. Two of these 
already have been 
found ille­ 
gal.” 
These two were the Manu­ 
facturers Hanover Merger and 
the Lexington, 
Ky., 
Merger, 
regarding which the five sena­ 
tors requested leniency. 
“ This is a private bill for re­ 
lief of the parties to the six 
pending su its,” the attorney 
general said. “ A ccess to credit 
on competitive term s Is criti­ 
cal to the survival and growth 
of 
commercial and industrial 
enterprise.” 
After making this blunt state­ 
ment, 
however, 
Katzenbach 
trimmed his sails. On Sept. 24 
he wrote a letter to the House 
Banking and Currency commit­ 
tee virtually reversing him­ 
self. Then on Oct. 4 apparent­ 
ly he had a twinge of con­ 
science; for he wrote another 
letter asking to come before the 
committee and testify further. 
However, the coalition of Re­ 
publicans and six 
Democrats 
led by 
bank m erger champion 
Tom Ashley of Toledo would not 
let him testify. It was feared he 
might renege on his Sept. 24 
endorsement of their bill. 
So it will be interesting to see 
what line the justice department 
takes when it appears before 
Judge MacMahon today. Will it 
support Katzenbach's first Aug. 
18 
anti-merger stand, or his 
retreat of Sept. 24, or his sec­ 
ond thoughts of Oct. 4? Econom­ 
ic policy affecting the nation 
for a long time will hang on that 
decision. 


Vital Japanese Crews Desert 
U. S. Navy and Merchant Ships; 
Refuse to Sail Craft Supplying 
South Viet Nam. 
Washington, D. Ca — A hand. 
ful of the “ in-group” of Amer­ 
ica’s most knowledgeable man­ 
power experts have been told 
that within le ss than a year 
there will 
be half a million 
U. S. troops in South Viet Nam. 
This word comes from 
the 
highest Pentagon echelon. 
We’ll get them there— if we 
can. The logic of the logistics 
of shipping so large an army 
and the support materiel 
for 
fighting men calls for a huge 
armada of freighters. 
The U. S. does not have such 
a cargo-carrying fleet. We are 
short of ships] We have long run 
out of what was available. We 
have sold some of the boneyard 
vessels as scrap to Japan and 
West European nations. 
Grim result is that the gov­ 
ernment 
now 
is permitting 
American lines to charter for­ 
eign freighters. 
But the foreign craft are not 
ghost ships. They need flesh 
and 
blood 
crews. However, 
foreign seamen’s unions every, 
where are quietly telling their 
seagoing 
members they need 
not sign on for the runs into 
South Vietnamese ports. 
This is the word constantly 
received 
by 
such 
maritime 
union leaders as Joe Curran, 
National Maritime Union pres­ 
ident, and Paul Hall, leader of 
the 
Seafarers’ 
International 
Union. 
The foreign unions certainly 
are 
not 
all Communist-con­ 
trolled. 
Some 
are neutral. 
Some are Socialist. Some are 
Social 
Democratic. But their 
members just don’t want to get 
shot at. They loved the dollars 
in peacetime but now don’t want 
to take the hot with the cold. 
One 
of 
Mr. Curran’s aides 
reveals that even the non-Com- 
munist Japanese seamen are de­ 
serting the U. S. I’ve Just con­ 
firmed his findings in trans­ 
oceanic 
telephone 
conversa­ 
tions 
with 
authoritative 
Japanese sources in Tokyo. 
Recently, for example, 
the 
States Marine Lines chartered 
eight 
vessels 
from 
four 
Japanese 
shipowners. 
The 


American company needed the 
craft for quick trips into South 
Viet Nam over a three to six 
months stretch. 
These Nipponese craft are 
manned by Japanese crews who 
belong to the All-Japan Sea­ 
men’s 
Union. The 
seamen, 
in turn, are affiliated with the 
DOMEI, a national labor federa­ 
tion of no particular political 
color. 
However, the DOMEI outfit 
demanded that the four Japanese 
shipowners refuse to do busi­ 
ness with States Marine if the 
craft were bound for the fighting 
area. “ If not, the seamen 
on 
board would walk off 
the 
ships,” 
said DOMEI officials. 
The All-Japan Seamen’s Union 
then sent a committee to 
the 
Ministry of Transport. The gov­ 
ernment officials soothed 
the 
seamen by telling them that they 
would not be forced to go. 
This is not the first time the 
Japanese seafarers turned on 
the 
U. S. Recently, they re­ 
fused to man our LSTs (Land­ 
ing Ship Tanks) though 
the 
Japanese have been earning high 
wages on these craft for years. 
These vessels are run by the 
U. S. Dept, of Defense. They 
are part of the U.S. Navy. But 
they have had Japanese civilian 
crews since the end of World 
War II. 
These Japanese sailors have 
lived well on this extraordinary 
pay made while they repatriated 
Japanese soldiers from the old 
fighting fronts - as well 
as 
carrying relief cargoes 
for 
Japan itself. 
Now many of them have quit. 
Their union brothers 
have 
called those who stayed on “ war 
collaborators.” 
Thus the U. S .has been forced 
to seek unskilled civilians. Any 
other description of some of 
those now signing on would not 
fit into a tonally newspaper. 
Joe Curran's attitude is that 
we have no one but ourselves 
to blame. This is our fight and 
we long ago should have 
put 
American seamen to work, as 
well as putting our shipyards 
into action building a modem 
merchant fleet. 
Now most of what we have are 
slow boats to Indochina — and 
not enough of those either.

Tile program was 
designed to relieve the poverty 
of 150 high school students and 
to encourage their return to 
classes.

Rome And The 
American Labor Union 


By Rev. John E . Coogan, S .J . 


QUESTION: You have shown 
that 
while our labor 
unions 
may be very necessary, they 
don’t 
deserve 
autom atic, 
partisan support. But 
why is 
it that we Catholics have heard 
so little of the negative ele­ 
m ents 
in unionism that 
you 
have been insisting upon? 


A considerable number 
of 
C atholics have come to know 
and to feel keenly the situation 
I have described. In fact, their 
resentm ent at union wrongdoing 
has nettled many of the clerica l 
champions of unionsm. For ex­ 
am p le, Father Ralph Gorman, 
C . P ., editor of the Sign, a sk s, 
“ Why is it that so many Catho­ 
lic s — for the most part work­ 
e rs o r middle - class people 
whose grandparents were prac­ 
tica lly enslaved by the robber 
barons 
of the last century— 
show such a tendency to fiivor 
capital in any dispute 
with 
labor?** One reason why c le ric s 
have often been so partisan in 
th eir support of unions is , a c­ 
cording 
to Father 
Joseph 
F ic h te r, S . J n sociologist of 
L oyola 
University, 
New 
O rlean s, that the teaching of 
the 
social 
problem 
in 
our 
sem in aries is commonly twen­ 
ty 
years 
behind 
the tim es. 
A 
much loved and respected 
c le ric has added recently that 
m ost 
Catholic commentators 
s till think of the industrial prob­ 
lem in term s of conditions in 


1891 and Re rum Nova rum. They 
know, too, that the Church has 
lo st the working class in many 
cou ntries and they are 
de­ 
term ined to risk no such loss 
in the United States. But secu­ 
la ris m itself can be as destruc­ 
tive of the religious sp irit of

guilt of the union situation is 
rather well known, and that “ the 
people at large have come to 
condone the sins and crim es 
of labor.” Edward H. Chamber- 
lain, the Harvard Catholic econ­ 
om ist, insisted that: “ One of 
the 
surprising 
discoveries 
about the attitude of the public 
towards labor is the existence 
of a 
general 
feeling of help­ 
lessness -a lm o st of fatalism — 
in the face of union power. A 
common 
attitude 
is one of 
resignation-after all what can 
we do about it? R estricting labor 
seem s. . . to be little short of

Church On 20th 
Century Renewal Road

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
five new decrees, proclaim ed by 
the Vatican Ecum enical Council 
put the Rom ?n Catholic Church 
firm ly on the road to 20th centu­ 
ry renewal 
Pope John XXIII 
charted 
when he called the 
council together. 
Tile council’s action Thursday 
in a public session presided 
over by John’s su ccesso r, Pope 
Paul VI, form ally bound 
the 
Church to new attitudes that 
represent notable changes from 
tile past. 
Pope Paul and Ins bishops 
decreed a new approach to non- 
C hristians: 
Jew s, 
M oslems, 
Hindus, Buddhists and others. 
Last year, tile council decreed 
guidelines for C hristian unit} 
efforts, a move toward the be­ 
lievers in Christ whom Roman 
Catholicism calls “ the sepa­ 
rated brethren.” 
The 
council 
Thursday did 
what no other general council ol 
the Church has done. It held out 
a hand of friendship to the great 
m ass of die world population 
that is not C hristian. 
The Pope and his bishops told 
Roman Catholic teachers of re ­ 
ligion they must never charge 
the Jews as a whole with the 
crucifixion of C hrist. 
Officially, Roman Catholicism 
never taught that. But through 
the centuries the belief, with the 
word “ deicide,” had become 
planted in the minds of many 
men. 
Now 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church, 20 y ears after World 
War II in which m illions of Jews 
were exterm inated, has acted to 
remove that seed. 
Going further, It has tendered 
a hand to the M oslems and oth­ 
ers whose view of C hristianity 
is 
often 
clouded 
by bitter 
thoughts of long-dead cru sad ers 
and m issionaries. 
The Church did not renounce 
missionary work. It reafirm s 
such activity in a document still 


before the council. But it has 
made clear that the m ission­ 
aries must seek to spread tile 
message of C hrist by demon­ 
strating its values, not by de­ 
precating other religions. 
Two years ago, Pope Paul 
announced he planned to reform 
and internationalise the Vatican 
Curia, the central Church ad­ 
m inistration. Since then, many 
inside and outside tile Church 
have wondered whether tile re­ 
form would come. 
Tile Pope is the head of some 
Curia 
congregations, notably 
the Holy Office directed by the 
conservative Italian Cardinal 
Alfredo Ottaviani. 
Ranking Curia officers act “ in 
tile name of the Pope” — and 
one of the many com plaints by 
bishops rn the dioceses and m is­ 
sion districts has been that too 
many Curia decisions originate 
without papal aw areness. 
Other com plaints were that 
the Curia is overwhelmingly 
conservative and fights change; 
that it pigeonholes requests; 
and that it is dominated by Ital­ 
ians. 
To meet such criticism , the 
decree calls for the Curia tube 
“ reorganized and better adapt­ 
ed to the needs of the tim es.” It 
calls for internationalization of 
the organization by bringing in 
diocesan bishops as m em bers. 
Pope Paul said the acts of the 
council were astonishing. 
They a re . Just seven years 
ago Thursday, there was no in­ 
dication that Roman Catholi­ 
cism was on the threshold of a 
revolution. 
A man had just been chosen 
Pope who, because of his 77 
years, was regarded by many 
as a transition pontiff. 
But John XXIII, elected Oct. 
28, 1958, had other ideas. He 
convened 
the 
council 
that 
reached its highest point Thurs­ 
day, the seventh anniversary of 
his election, in the third year 
after his death.

But m ost—while encouraged 
by what they regard as a pat­ 
tern of m ilitary success for U.S. 
a rm s—a re stopping short of 
clanning a turn in the tide. 
Deputy Secretary of Defense 
Cyrus R, Vance—reflecting a 
prevailing view at the topmost 
levels in the Pentagon—came 
close to this point when he said: 
“ M ilitarily, m atters continue 
to turn toward a more favorable 
tide.” 
But Vance followed up this 
restrained optim ism with a cau­ 
tionary rem inder that the strug­ 
gle “ is more than m erely m ili­ 
tary —It is political; it is eco­ 
nomic; and it is profoundly psy­ 
chological.”

On several occasions, UJS. 
soldiers and M arines have hit 
sizable Viet Cong units hard. 
But all too often the Commu­ 
nists have managed to elude 
sweeps by large forces of Am er­ 
icans. 
Some m ilitary experts have 
speculated that the Reds might 
rev ert to sm all hit - and-run 
operations as their main tac­ 
tic. 
Tills would not be good news. 
U.S. m ilitary leaders say they 
are anxious to take on large for­ 
mations of Com munists, confi­ 
dent that Am erican troops and 
fire power would make possible 
a clearcut m ilitary defeat of the 
Reds. 
In the Mekong River delta, 
the one m ajor region where the 
South 
Vietnamese arm y has 
been handling the fight by itself, 
the Communist Viet Cong re- 
cently have been taking the 
field in liattalion-size units and 
mounting 
more 
frequent at­ 
tacks. This could signal a new 
Communist offensive in a c riti­ 
cal region where for a time the 
Reds had appeared to be con­ 
tained. 
Although UJ>. combat troops 
have put strong pressure on the 
Com m unists, one essential gain 
has been lacking so far. 
“ We have not yet pacified any 
extensive area of the country,” 
one official said. 
He explained that an area will 
be 
considered 
pacified—and 
thus reclaim ed from the Reds— 


only when dem ocratic political 
economy revitalized and reha­ 
bilitated, and local security es­

The present em phasis on die 
m ilitary buildup and m ilitary 
operations 
alm ost

whelming. Even so, there is a
